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HOW TO REQUEST COMPUTER SEARCHES 


The citations and abstracts that appear in each issue of 
Crime and Delinquency Abstracts are drawn from the computer- 
based information storage and retrieval system operated by 
the National Clearinghouse for Mental Health Information 
(NCMHI). They are among the most recent of the approximately 
50,000 documents added to the NCMHI system yearly, and are 
selected for inclusion here on the basis of their primary 
relevance to the study of crime and delinquency. 


Because the Clearinghouse routinely scans all mental-health- 
related literature, its information system includes references 
to a great many articles of potential use to readers who are 
interested in the causes, prevention, and alleviation of crime 
and delinquency. 


Documents stored in the system contain the citations and abstracts 
printed here, along with other indexing terms. Each document, 
including those published in past issues of Crime and Delinquency 
Abstracts and other NCMHI publications, can be retrieved from 

the system by any element in the citation or any term or combi- 
nation of terms in the abstract. 


Bibliographic searches of the entire NCMHI system will be done 
on request without charge for any professional who wishes to 
pursue a particular aspect of crime and delinquency or any other 
mental-health-related topic. Examples of specific requests are 
given below.
